Mr. Saffin asked the question 
pertaining to motion No. 7 re- 
garding the request for a resident 
District Agriculturist for the Mor 
inville Municipal District and 
what action had been taken in this 
regards Mr. Saffin was advised 
that the matter had been taken up 
with the Deputy-Minister of the 
Department of Agriculture and 
the reply was that the same Agri- 
culturist served the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Sturgeon and they believed 
Mdmonton was a more suitable 
point for the office for farmers in 
the two M.D.'s with the possible 
exception of those resident farm- 
ers north of Morinville. Consid- 
erable discussion was now taken 
by the meeting in this regards and 
it was felt that the matter should 
receive further consideration. 

MOVED by Mr. Saffin and sec- 
onded by S. Walker that we ask 
the Minister of Agriculture for the 
full time services of a Resident 
District Agriculturist with offices 
at Morinville

Mr. Fontaine, District Agricul- 
turist, Was now called upon to ad- 
dress the meeting. He advised that 
the policies of placing an Agri- 
culturist were dealt with by the 
Department Officials and that he 
had no right to say anything as to 
whether the Department should 
appoint a full time Agriculturist 
for the district of Morinville. He 
gave the ratepayers a review of 
the work being carried on by the 
Department in regards to Soil Con- 
servation He also spoke on the 
subject of Calf Clubs and their or 
ganization 

Mr. Fontaine spoke on the policy 
of the Department in regards to 
registered seed grain and forage 
crop seed and that the policy is 
now hanged and these grains are 
now being distributed by the trade 
as the Government has withdrawn 
from this field He a

Service Board 
He stressed the advisability of 


vaccination in this regards He 
spoke on the question of Pure-Bred 
Sire area and the work that has 
been done in this regards; also 
spoke on spraying of road sides 
snd of the seeding of gullies to for 
age crop seed to prevent soil ero 
gion; also on the question of the 
farmers spraying their weeds on 
their farms. Mr. Saffin asked the 
Agriculturist for comments on the 
organization of Calf Clubs Mr 
Fontaine advised that there had 
been Calf Club organizations in the 


district for the past four years and 
the plan of these clubs is to urge 
to improve the breed of stock and 
not to be exclusive beef clubs. He 
spoke in regards to the organiza- 
tion and advised that the rules 
were set out by the Department 
and that he had no right to the 
making of any changes in the or- 
ganization of the same. In re- 
gards to the 14 members as stated 
for the Morinville Club, it appears 
that many of these were under the 
age limit and could not be accept-

UNIT 

Dr, H. Siemens, Medical Health 
Officer for the above mentioned 
unit Was called upon to address the 
gathering He spoke on the work 
being done by the Unit in the pre- 
vention of disease by inoculations 
in regards to Diptheria Small Pox 
and Scarlet Fever He spoke on 
the birth rate in the district and 
gave figures as follows 

1948 1949 

Birth Rate 815 931 
Infant Deaths 32 30 

Dr. Siemens gave a very comp 
rehensive address on their work 
also advised of the increased costs 
which were taking place and that 
the increase would amount to 4c 
per capita for the year 1950 and 
1951; this was the estimated in- 
crease that would be required and 
the balance of increase would be 
met by surpluses now on hand.

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SIMPLICITY IN GOVERNMENT 


Too often the conduct of government business gets out of 
hand with a multiplicity of bureaus and departments that criss- 
cross each other in their efforts. Present day regulation of 
employers is daily checked by inspectors for unemployment 
insurance, income tax, workmen's compensation, industrial re- 
lations board, health boards, and the like. You would think 
that people were in business, not primarily to sell or produce 
goods, but to keep up a continuous round of bookkeeping 
entries. 

With separate government agencies regulating municipal 
affairs, income tax, agriculture services, hospital boards, school 
affairs, etc., farmers could be forgiven if they concluded that 
their primary purpose was not to produce food but to enable 
armies of bookkeepers in the cities to remain in jobs making 
continuous rounds of inspection, reports, check-ups, etc., etc., 
to infinity. 

One businessman explained the complex in farmers’ terms 
thusly: 

“Let us suppose that I am the owner of a cow. The pur- 
pose of a cow is to produce milk. If you turn the creature into 
a pasture and allow her to eat grass she will produce many 
quarts of lacteal fluid) The process consists of eating grass, 
transmitting it into milk, removing the milk from the udder 
However, vou are infected with the system disease. You cease 
to be interested in milk. You hire inspectors to count the 
number and measure the height of the blades of grass eaten 
by your cow. You count the number of steps she takes in 
the pasture. You time the number of occasions upon which 
she looks over the fence, and test the volume of sound pro- 
duced when she moos. Then you employ a bookkeeper to 
record these items, and various persons to make out forms for 
the guidance of the bookkeeper. 

“At the end of the year you have a vast and enterprising 
volume of information, but you have added so greatly to the 
cost of your operation by systematizing that you lose money 
on every quart of milk you sell, This, of course, is exceedingly 
modern and in accord with business practice, but you find 
yourself compelled to sell your cow to pay your overhead.” 

It is somewhat comforting to know that the Alberta legis- 
lature is going to provide for a county system that will put 
municipal, hospital and school affairs in the hands of one 
council for each district in the province 

One point of view we must not overlook, however, is that 
given such wide powers. county councils must none-the-less 
see to it that the ratepaver’s dollar is safeguarded against fur- 
ther depredation. Introduction of this system should not be 
the signal to embark on a spending spree in the areas in which 
stem being tried out.

Explaining the County System 


(From Edmonton Journal) 


EDMONTON. A plan to cen- 


tralize administration of school, 
hospital and municipal affairs in 
a single county council passed 
first reading in the Alberta legis- 
lature last week 


The plan, contained in a_ bill 
called The County Act differs from 
general county government in that 
councillors are elected from the 
county at large without the local 
officials of a town or village auto- 
matically gaining a seat on the 
county council. 


The bill provides that the gov- 
ernment, by order-in-council, may 
set up the boundaries of a county, 
its electoral divisions and the num- 
ber of councillors on the council. 

Under the plan, the chairman of 
the county council, elected at the 
first meeting of the council by its 
members, is given the powers ex- 
ercised before by the reeve of the 
municipality, the chairman of the 
board of school trustees and the 
chairman of the hospital district 
board. 

The council is given sole juris- 
diction over municipal, school and 
hospital affairs but will have three 
committee to take the load of ad- 
ministration off its shoulders 
These committees, formed partly 
of elected councillors and partly 
of appointed electors, have the 
same powers as the council except 
to borrow money, pass by-laws or 
those powers reserved for the 
council by a by-law or an order- 
in-council

Membership of the municipal 
affairs committee would be the 
smallest of the three groups with 
three county councillors and not 
more than three electors appoint- 
ed by the council. The other two 
committees could have up to seven 
members, 

Hospital and school affairs com- 
mittees would be made up of three 
county councillors, at least one 
and not more than three electors 
named by the county council, and 
representatives of any town and 
village which comes under the 
county council. 

The act says that where there are 

more than three towns and vil- 
lages in the county entitled to a 
member on the school and hospital 
affairs committees, the mayors 
will act as a representative in 
rotation from year to year. 

Powers given the three divisions 
of representatives on the three 
committees are equal. The com- 
mittee will prepare estimates for 
presentation to the county council 
which passes a budget 

The part of the budget approved 
for each of the three committees 
will be the responsibility of that 
particular committee for adminis- 
tration 

The new act also provides that 
the minister of education, health 
and municipal affairs may divide 
the assets and liabilities of school, 
hospital and municipal districts 
partly included in a new county 
set up by order-in-council.

church that the great missionary 
journeys started. While at An- 
tioch, some think, Paul wrote his 
Epistle to the Galatians. After 
a short rest Paul’s energy and en- 
thusiasm impelled him to under- 
take another journey. 

Timothy and Titus accompanied 
Paul on his third missionary tour. 
Journeying over land, passing 
through the Cilician Gates, Paul 
revisited Derbe, Lystra, Iconium 
and Pisidian Antioch, again 
strengthening and encouraging the 
Christian churches which he had 
established. He 
Ephesus by a _ northward route, 


proceeded to 


finally reaching this leading city 
of Asia Minor, longer than at any 
other missionary city. 

Ephesus was the capital of the 
Province of Asia Minor and one 
of the most important centers of 
the eastern Meditteranean, having 
extensive docks and a large com 
mercial activity. It was well 
known for its literary and ar 
tistic expression, the later being 
most famous, for the magnificent 
Temple of Diana, which had re 
quired more than two centuries in 
the building and was ranked as 
one of the Seven Wonders of the 
ancient world. 

For three months Paul preach 
ed in the synagogue of Ephesus 
concerning the Kingdom of God, 
contrasting the purity, reason and 
holiness of this ideal state with 
the licentiousness, superstition 
and wrong of heathen beliefs 
and practices. He made progress 
n winning souls but because of 
opposition from some of the Jews 
finally abandoned the synagogue 
and went with his disciples to the 
‘hool of Tyrannus where he 
taught two year During this 
period Paul probably made fre 


quent excursions in the outlying 
territory for we are told that 
all that dwelt in Asia Minor heard 
the word and various churehes 


were established, seven of which 
are mentioned in Revelations 
Paul's ministry was blessed by 
Various manifestations of divine 
approval, rewarding the faith of 
those who believed These oc 
curances led sorcerers and magi- 
cians to try to cony him and they 
sought to work their magical art 


with the name of Jesus. We have 
an account of the discomfiture 
of two such magicians. Under the 
nfluence of Paul’s work many of 


those who practiced these secret 
arts realized their insufficiency 
and inadequacy and staged a great 
bonfire of valuable books about 
magic art. 

In his letter to the Ephesian 
Christians, written when Paul was 
a prisoner in Rome, Paul points 
out five marks of a Christian, 
the first of which was truth. False- 
hood wears away the foundations 
of character. Self-control was the 
next characteristic. While right- 
eous indignation has a_ rightful 
place in the life of a Christian, 
the devil never has his way more 
completely than when he makes 
a man lose his temper 

Honesty is another necessary 
atribute of the Christian. With- 
in a few days, every person who 
handles any amount of money will 
have to report his income for the 
past vear How many can do so 
without misgivings? Christian 
merchants use honest seales. Clean 
conversation is another mark of 
the Christian. “Corrupt” talk, 
which includes gossip, foul talk 
or telling smuty stories, spreads 
the germs of wickedness. Most 
of us sin by the use of the tongue 
more than by any other member. 
and last, but certainly not the 
least, mark of the Christian is 
kindness that forgives deadly 
wrongs. This is the true “Chris 
tian svirit."". No man does any- 
thing more Godlike than to for 
give. If God were to forgive our 
transgrssions as we forgive those 
who transyress against us, few of 
us would ever have our sins for- 
given.
